The inventions set forth in claims do not involve an 
inventive step in the light of documents 1-6, cited in the 
international search report. Document 1 discloses the fact 
that compounds which are active ingredients of the 
medicaments in the inventions in the present application 
have matrix metalloprotein inhibiting activity and can be 
employed for the prevention and treatment of conditions 
such as rheumatism. When the inventions set forth in 
claims 1-3, 5 and 6 are compared with the invention 
disclosed in document 1, these inventions in the present 
application differ from the invention disclosed in 
document 1 in that the disorder to be treated is chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease. However, many examples of 
the usefulness of compoiinds having matrix metalloprotein 
inhibiting activity in the prevention and treatment of 
chronic obstructive pulmonary disease were known before 
the inventions in the present application (see for example 
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Ihtematio^^^plicatioa No.

documents 2-4) . Therefore, a person skilled in the art 
could easily apply aforementioned compounds disclosed in 
document 1 for preventing and treating chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease. Similarly, although the invention set 
forth in claim 4 claims medicinal compositions combining 
an aforementioned compound disclosed in docxament 1 with a 
drug such as an anticholinergic, the aforementioned 
compounds disclosed in docTjment 1 are medicinally useful 
as mentioned above, and a person skilled in the art can 
easily form a medicinal composition by combining two drugs 
^ without the need for any creative skill. Moreover, even 

though the medicinal application thereof is restricted to 
chronic obstructive pulmonary disease, a person skilled in 
the art could easily conceive of applying aforementioned 
compounds disclosed in document 1 in the prevention and 
treatment of chronic obstructive pulmonary disease, as 
mentioned above, and anticholinergic drugs are known 
therapeutic agents for chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disease (see for example documents 4-6), so that a person 
skilled in the art could easily conceive of combining the 
two drugs to give a prophylactic and therapeutic 
preparation for chronic obstructive pulmonary disease. 
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
